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WHITE PAPER 
ON THE REPORT OF THE 
ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Prime Minister received the Report of the Electoral Boundaries Review 
Committee on 6 November 1996. 

The Committee recommended the adoption of:- 

* 9Single Member Constituencies; and 

* 15 Group Representation Constituencies to return a 


configuration of 4, 5 or 6 Members of Parliament. 


With the exception of AYER RAJAH, BUKIT GOMBAK, HOUGANG, 
POTONG PASIR and SEMBAWANG, all other electoral divisions have changes in 
their respective boundaries. 


The Government proposes to accept and implement the recommendations of 
the Committee at the next General Election. Its Report is attached as an Appendix.

1 The Electoral Boundaries Review Committee was entrusted with the 


following terms of reference:- 


“To review the boundaries of the present electoral divisions and 
to recommend the number of Group _ Representation 
Constituencies and Single Member Constituencies basing on the 
number of electors found in the latest Registers of Electors. There 
should be a minimum of eight Single Member Constituencies with 
one of them consisting principally the boundary of the former 
MacPherson”. 


2 The number of electors as found in the latest 1996 Registers of Electors 
is 1,880,560. This is an increase of 188,176 electors over 1,692,384 electors 
found in the 1991 Registers of Electors. 


3 Following past practices and basing on eighty-one Members of 
Parliament (MPs), the Committee noted that a Single Member Constituency 
(SMC) would have an average of 23,000 electors. With the application of a 
30% deviation from the average, the number of electors for a SMC ranges from 
the minimum of 16,000 to the maximum of 30,000. Thus the ranges for the SMC 
and the Group Representation Constituency (GRC) are as follows:-

e SMC - 16,000 30,000 
e 3-MP GRC - 48,000 90,000 
e 4-MP GRC - 64,000 120,000 
e 5-MP GRC - 80,000 150,000 


e 6-MP GRC - 96,000 180,000

(ii) | the 15 Group Representation Constituencies to return 4, 
5 or 6 Members of Parliament each, as described in para
